State Federation Asks 
Vote for A. B. 379 


Asserting that “experience-rat- 
ing” provisions of the unemploy- 
ment insurance act was harmful 
to both productive industry and 
labor, Edward D. Vandeleur, secre- 
tary of the California State Federa- 
tion of Labor, declared last week

In urging unions throughout Cal- 
ifornia to ask the legislators from 
their district to vote for A. B. 379, 
the federation officer listed the fol- 
lowing reasons why _ experience- 
rating was undesirable: 

1. It will deplete the reserves 
of the fund so that when de- 
pression unemployment occurs, 
it will be impossible to main- 
tain a scale of payments which 
will act as a cushion against 
distress. A case in point might 
be the unemployment resulting 
from the end of our national 
defense program. If merit- 
rating is in effect, there will 
be insufficient reserves to take 
care of the vastly augmented 
benefit payments necessary. 

2. Such depletion will be at 
the expense of the manufactur- 
ing, construction and mining 
industries—our basic produc- 
tive industries, in favor of fi- 
nancial institutions, public utili- 
ties, wholesalers and similar em- 
ployers,’ whose lack of unem-

The 14th annual convention of 
the California State Council of

Many matters were acted upon 
by the large delegation. Some of 
the resolutions dealt with the fol- 
lowing: 

Asking a favorable vote on A. B. 
Nos. 1223 and 267; petitioning fed- 
eral housing authority to consider 
prevailing wages of local building 
trades councils before setting up 
standards for federal loans; Oppos- 


ing A. B. 1062 relative 
school code; Opposing 
scale” on residential construction 


work; Asking for stricter enforce- 
ment of safety laws on Shasta 
dam; Recommending that solicita- 
tion for ads for annual program 
be confined to local county. 

Several legislative matters were 
referred to the legislative represen- 
tative. 

Charles Roe, assistant business 
representative of Oakland was a 
member of the resolutions commit- 
tee which dealt with the above 
items. 

The following officers were 
elected for the ensuing term: 

President, Joseph F. Cambiano; 
vice president, A. Johnson, and sec- 
retary, Dave Ryan. San Diego was 
chosen as the next convention city. 


Labor Asks Defeat 
Of Bills Banning 
Hiring Halls 


California congressmen were 
asked to do everything within their 
power to insure the defeat of 
HR 2662, introduced by Represen- 
tative Dirksen, which proposes the 
elimination of union-controlled hir- 
ing halls for seafarers. 

In a telegram to the congress- 
men, Secretary Edward D. Vande- 
leur, of the California State Feder- 
ation of Labor, asserted that pas- 
sage of this bill “would demolish 
efficient employment machinery es- 
tablished in the maritime industry 
and cause chaos and turmoil.” 

The federation official told each 
congressman that all of labor ‘in 
California was united in opposition 
to the bill and urged them to do 
everything within their power to 
insure its non-passage. 


Tax Exempt Provision 
Ended for Baby Bonds 


The United States treasury an- 
nounces that income from baby 
bonds issued after March 1 will not 
be exempt from federal taxation. 
The announcement was made fol- 
lowing the action of congress in 
raising the federal debt limit from 
$49,000,000,000 to $65,000,000,000 and 
authorizing the treasury 
wholly taxable securities, 

Under the new regulation the in- 
come from baby bonds issued after 
March 1 will be subject to the same 
federal taxation as income from 
private securities. Income from 
baby bonds is realized, and conse- 
quently taxable, only when they 
mature or are sold back to the gov- 
‘ernment.

AFL DENIES CHARGE MADE BY ARNOLD 
THAT UNIONS BOOST COST OF LIVING 


The charge made by Assistant Attorney General Thurman Arnold 
before the house of representatives’ judiciary committee that the 
practices of organized labor are increasing the nation’s bill for food 
and housing, and thus hampering defense efforts, was positively de- 
nied by William Green, president of the American Federation of La- 
bor, who said that the A. F. of L. executive council’s complete expo- 
sure of the fallacy of Arnold’s claim had been sent to the judiciary 
committee. 


“Mr. Arnold told the house committee that the tendency of union 
practices was to increase prices,’ Mr. Green declared. “We were 
amazed at this line of testimony and we are of the opinion that Mr. 
Arnold has mixed his facts. 


“It is our opinion that the increase of costs and services attributed 
by him to the action of the unions are attributable to other causes.” 


Mr. Green asserted that Mr. Arnold's allegations that certain labor 
practices were hampering the defense program were untrue. He re- 
iterated his earlier opposition to the application of the anti-trust 
laws to labor, saying that if labor was guilty of law-breaking other 
statutes were applicable and these should be invoked.

ican labor movement, and as long 
as these particular people operate 
in the milk business the conditions 
of the milk wagon drivers’ union 
are constantly threatened. 


Fought Hard

“Milk Wagon Drivers’ Union, Lo~ 
cal No. 302 has gone a long way 
since its inception some 30 years 
ago,’ Franklin said, “in gradually 
and consistently elevating the 
standards of the dairy workers and 
deliverymen in the milk business in 
Alameda and Contra Costa coun- 
ties,

A conference will be held in San 
Francisco, Monday between west 
coast shipbuilders and representa- 
tives of the American Federation 
of Labor metal trades unions, ac- 
cording to reports from Washing- 
ton today.

Federationist says: 


“The record shows that restric- 
tion of the right to strike does not 
accomplish this purpose.” 

It is pointed out that there is no 
reason why compulsory work pro- 
posals should be introduced. The 
American Federation of Labor's 
building and construction trades 
department and metal trades de- 
partment, as well as many indi- 
vidual A. F. of L. unions, have 
already adopted voluntary no-strike 
policies, the Federationist recalls. 
It adds: 

“Defense strikes have been few 
and short-lived. Their effect on 
production has been negligible.” 

During the first world war, says 
the magazine, the most ruthless 
suppression of the right to strike 
was effected in Germany. This 
caused unrest which, long before 
the final collapse of the kaiser’s 
armies, was assuming the propor- 
tions of nationwide revolt. This 
unrest, according to the article, 
speeded collapse of the German 
empire, 

Concluding its discussion of the 


compulsory work proposals, the 
Federationist says: 

“The question of forced labor 
was settled by the civil war. The 


curtailment of the right to strike is 
as repugnant to the constitution as 
it is abhorrent to the American 
people. 

“The right to strike is an in- 
alienable part of the bill of rights 
of American labor. Neither its sus- 
will be accepted by organized la- 
bor. 

“America can show to the world 
that the achievement of a free peo- 
ple through the contribution of 
free and unrestricted labor can far 
exceed the accomplishment of 
workers subjected to the whip of 
regimented compulsion, or of labor 
herded into concentration camps. 

“American labor wants a chance 
to prove this and will prove it if 
given full co-operation by employ- 
ers, by their acceptance of orderly, 
fair and voluntary collective bar- 
gaining. Labor asks management 
to grasp its hand firmly and hon- 
orably so that together they can 
show what a democracy can do.”

A conference between Attorney 
General Jackson and Joseph A. 
Padway, A. F. of L. counsel, is be- 
ing arranged in a move to liquidate 
about 100 pending anti-trust cases 
aimed at organized labor, William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, announced, 
following a meeting of the A. F. of 
Iz executive council. President 
Roosevelt, he said, had agreed with 
him that such a conference should 
be held to provide a chance for the 
government to explore the situa- 
tion and determine its future policy 
in anti-trust cases involving unions.

Welfare Division 
Shows Splendid 
Work for Women 


Margaret L. Clark, chief of the 
division of industrial welfare re- 
ports to Governor Culbert L. Olson, 
for January: 

Through the activities of the di- 
vision of industrial welfare $6,013.80 
was added to the earnings of 813 
women and minors in the state. 
Underpaid minimum wages were 
collected in the amount of $6,013.80 
and audit adjustments in the fruft 
and vegetable canning and nut 
cracking and _ sorting industries 
amounted to $68.17. 

During January, 150 complaints 
were filed with the division of in- 
dustrial welfare, covering non-pay- 


minated,” he declared. “These 
cases have cost our unions 
large sums of money, high at- 
torney’s fees, printing, prepar- 
ing of records and court costs, 

The cases have aroused great 

resentment among the ranks of

There will be six and a half or 
six million unemployed workers in 
the United States at the end of the 
year despite the big increase in 
jobs caused by the national de- 
fense program and aid to Britain, 
according to estimates of the 
American Federation of Labor re- 
search service contained in the 
February issue of the American 
Federationist. The A. F. of L. esti- 
mate of unemployment in Decem- 
ber was 7,906,000.

Cost of Living May Increase 


Industrial production in 1941 is expected to reach a new all 
time peak. Already first quarter production is averaging above 
the last 1940 quarter, in spite of a slight temporary downward 
trend: First quarter 1941 production forecast at average 136, 
last quarter 1940 averaged 132; 1929 peak quarter was 114; all 
time peak was 137 in December 1940. 

National income for 1941 is forecast at $83 billion, compared 
with $74 billion in 1940 and $70 billion in 1939. National buy- 
ing power in 1941 will exceed all previous levels. Even in 1940, 
rising payrolls lifted retail trade 8 per cent above 1939 (full 
year). 

Cost of Living 

Forecasts by experts indicate that before June, 1941, living 
costs are likely to be 2 to 3 per cent above last year. Standard 
Statistics expects an increase of not over 5 per cent by the year 
end; another source estimates 6 to 8 per cent increase by De- 
cember, 1941. The government is making every effort to pre-| 
vent price increases, but those in touch with the market feel that 
prices will probably drift gradually upward. 


defense housing shortages. For the country, as a whole, cost of | 
living in January, was 1.7 per cent above January, 1940. 
Wages 

American labor is still far from its goal of adequate food 
clothing, homes for all. Thousands of workers are still living 
below the minimum necessary to support a family in decency: 
our country’s first defense need is strong healthy citizens. A 
minimum subsistence budget for a family of four today costs 
$1,354; a minimum health and efficiency budget for a family of 
five costs $2,056. As cost of living increases, wage gains will be 
necessary to maintain living standards. 

Wages are moving upward. The table on page 4 shows gain 
recently made by unions affiliated with the American Federa 
tion of Labor. Labor department reports covering a portion 
manufacturing industry show a wave of wage increases toward 
the end of last year: Last half of 1940, 1,182 wage increases 
averaging 6 per cent; first half, 574 increases; last half of 1939, 
678 increases. 

Unemployment 

The hard core of unemployment will still be with us a year 
from now, according to the best available Earlier 
forecasts on unemployment have been revised, and it is now 
believed that 6,000,000 workers will still be out of work in 
December, 1941. From June to December 1940, unemployment 
was reduced by 1,600,000 but there were still 7,900,000 out of 
work in the United States at the end of last year. Reasons for 
this slow progress are: Many plants are increasing their sched- 
ules from part time to full time and overtime, turning out pro- 
duction without employing more men; many persons who would 
not ordinarily seek work are taking jobs, which would other- 
wise go to the unemployed. Result: We shall need WPA for 
some time to come. In January 1941 WPA rolls numbered 
1,890,000 compared to 2,216,000 in January 1940. It is believed

NEW YORK—Farm cash income 
from milk for 1940 totaled $1,502,- 
000,000—an increase of $147,000,000 
or 10.87 per cent over the 1939 
total and the largest since 1937, 
according to a Milk Industry Foun- 
datton report. 

Figures for 1940 show the im- 
portance of milk as a mainstay of 
farm purchasing power, the report 
says, The increase is also impres- 
sive as milk is a cash crop paid 
for monthly and not at the end of 
the season as in the case of most 
crops. Milk cash is widely used for 
current farm purchases and mer- 
chandise, 

While 1940 figures are not yet 
available for all individual farm 
products, it is indicated that milk 
is again the largest single source 
of farm cash income. While cash 
income from milk was up 10.87 per

cent the income from all other 
farm products rose only 7.89 per 
cent during 1940. Milk production 
of 111 billion quarts was the largest 
on record. 

More significant, farm cash in- 
come from milk for the year 1940 
was 91.3 based on 1924-29 as 100, 
compared with 77.6 for total farm 
income. The milk figure for Decem- 
ber, 1940, was 104.5, while all farm 
income was 84.0. This shows how 
farm income from milk has been 
relatively much better maintained 
than farm income from all other 
crops and commodities, contrasted 
with the latter half of the more 
prosperous 20’s. 

For 1940 the Milk Industry 
Foundation monthly milk sales re- 
ports from 136 leading U S. cities 
indicate increases in sales of fluid 
milk of 1.4 per cent over 1939.

THE 
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‘Ceiling on Wage Rates? 

There has been considerable talk 
of late concerning the need for 
governmental control of wage rates, 
of strikes in defense industries. Of 
the two it would be difficult to say 
which should most interest the 
workers. 


The workers are concerned over 
recent proposals that would curb 
their right to strike. If such pro- 
posals were not, in the main, em- 
anating from employer groups, we 
would not have the immediate feel- 
ing of antagonism to them. Fur- 
ther, if we didn’t know that the 
manufacturers themselves, in many 
instances, struck against us, the 
workers, as citizens of the U. S., 
when they refused to accept gov- 
ernment contracts for defense 
preparation ... in fact, refused, in 
some instances for months. And 
yet, we hear a big hulabaloo when 
a union strikes for a week or two. 
In other words, the manufacturer 
must be assured of his war profits 
beforehand ... the h——1 with the 
worker. I'd suggest that strikeless 
defense industries, if the necessity 
should arise, be made a reality by 
governmental compulsory arbitra- 
tion... and if need be, supervi- 
sion. 


And then we have the newest hue 
and cry... the call to put a ceil- 
ing on wage rates to head off in- 
flation. There is no doubt that 
such a proposition has some merits. 
3ut these merits are so... only 
and if, a corresponding ceiling is 
placed on profits to the employer 
and to the stockholders. If the 
government bureaus are to step in 
and say what the top wages for 
workers are to be... I believe it 
would also be justifiable for sim- 
ilar governmental bureaus to step 
in and eliminate all profits from 
industries during the emergency... 
and place tnose In management 
and ownership on a wage scale 
comparable to their place in pro- 
duction. Or would that be a little 
too fair? 

And who is going to put the price 
of meat, of foods, of rent, and the 
other necessities, back to the level 
they were before the war? What of 
the worker’s standard of living? 
Isn't he justified in fighting to 
maintain a decent home and liv- 
ing conditions for his wife and 
kids? 

The government of the U. S. was 
founded on the principle of—‘of 
the people, by the people and for 
the people.” When money and its 
powerful lobbies in Washington 
reaches the point of causing laws 
to be enacted against one group 
we'll no longer have the democracy 
very American has sworn to die 
to preserve.
